Warden Snook Awaits 
Telegraphic Advice From 
Washington Before 
Swinging Open Gates. 


FOUR MONTHS OF 
TERM IS SERVED 


Bathtub Producer Exe 
pected To Return to 
Great White Way To 
Stage Come-Back. 


Washington,. October 17.— (> — 
Ear! Carroll, the New York theatrie 
cal producer, will be released from the 
Atlanta penitentiary within the next 
few days. 

The recommendation of the parole 
board for his release was approved 
ate today by Attorney General Sare 
gent and papers were forwarded im- 
mefliately to the warden of the peni- 
tentiary directing him to liberate the 
prisoner. 

Carroll began serving a sentence of 
a year and a day last June 8 for 
perjury in connection with his famous 
bathtub party on the stage of a New 
York theater. He became eligible for 
parole on October 8 and yesterday 
the board passed favorably on his ap- 
plication. This action, however, did 
not become known until today when 
it was announced by the attorney 
general. 

In addition to this prison sentence 
Carroll was fined $2,000. He was de- 
scribed in the parole application as a 
model prisoner with a marked im- 
provement-in health.after his collapse 
on his. way to prison, when he was 
removed from the train and kept for 
some time in a Greenville, S. C. hos- 
pital. 

Conditions under which Carroll's 
parole was granted include one that 
during the term of his parole he is 
not to frequent saloons or other places 
where intoxicating liquots are “sold 
or furnished, and that he will not 
drink intoxicating beverages.” 

Carroll also wil) be required to abe 
stain, during the time of his parole, 
from associating with persons of. bad 
reputation, in all respects to conduct 
himself honorably and work diligently 


and honestly for himself and his eme 
plover, and to avoid “violating the 
law.”’ 

The conditions are the usual one 
laid down for paroled federal prisons 
ers,

Earl Carroll probably will be ree 
leased from the federal penitentiar 
here Thursday, Warden John W, 
said late Tuesday when informe 
ed of the attorney general's action ig 
approving the New York theatrical 
producer's parole.

FARMERS PROSPER 
IN NORTH GEORGIA 


Athens, Ga., October 18.—(Speeial) 
Millions of dollars are being realized 


on the 1927 cotton crop in the eighth 
congressional district over 1926 and 
northeast Georgia is in the midst of 
a fall of prosperity such as has not 
been experienced since the stirring 
trading days of 1919 and 1920. This 
season is not attended by the wild 
buying-and speculating such as fea- 
tured the prosperous days following 
the world war. 
According to figures compiled in 
the office of Congressman Charles H. 
Brand the district had ginned 70,348 
bales of cotton up to October 1 for 
1927 and on the same date last year 
but 15,143 bales had been ginned. 


Crop Earlier. 


However, it must not be forgotten 
that last year’s crop was at least 
three weeks later than this year's. 
This makes a big difference in the 
number of bales ginned but there 
were many thousands of bales still 
on the fields on October 1 and many 
of these are still unpicked. 

Figuring the difference roughly in 
dollars, the 1926 crop on October 1 
was worth $900,000. and the 1927 
crop was worth $7,350,000, — the 
amounts being figured on the price 
on October 1, 1926, and October 1, 
1927. Last year the quoted price 
was 12 3-4 cents and this year it was 
21 cents, making a balance of over 
$6,000,000 in favor of the 1927 crop 
ginned to October 1. These figures 
are not actual, as the crops were not 
sold on, the figures quoted, but they 
give a basis of the big increase that 
is being realized on this year’s crop. 

Putnam Hard Hit. 
Putnam county, one of the hardest 


hit counties in this section when the! 


boll weevil first invaded north Geor- 
gia, shows the biggest slump in the 
927 increase and on October 1 was 
but a few bales ahead of last vear. 
Other counties of the district are far 
ahead, with Walton leading the list 
with 11,091 bales for 1927 against 
2 659 last year. Walton county alone 
was within 4,000 bales of the total 
figures for the district for last year. 
Clarke county was ten-fold ahead of 
1926 with SO4 bales for 1926 and 
$3,009 for this year. Gwinnett coun- 
one of the border counties. had 
ginned 1,085 bales last year and 6,908 
this vear.

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PONTEMPT CHARGE. 
FACES DEANS HEIR 


W. 0. Deans, named as an executor 
and one of the heirs to the wealthy 
estate of the late Robert E. Deans, 
Atlanta broker, faces contempt of 
court judgment on October 22, accord- 
ing to an order signed Tuesday by 
Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy in Fulton 
superior court. 


The judge issued a rule nisi direct- 
ing Deans to show cause at 9:30 
o'clock on that date why he should 
not be judged contempt of court fol- 
lowing the filing of a petition by 
Frank Deans, Yale student, who 
claims the estate on the grounds that 
he is the only legal heir to the estate 
estimated at approximately $60,000. 


Young Deans claims that W. O. 
Deans has attempted to perpetrate a 
fraud by asking the court of ordinary 
to render a verdict of judgment for 
the propounders of the will when the 
judgment of the superior court was 
not final and has been appealed to the 
higher courts. 


The petition alleges that on October 
S a motion for a new trial was filed 
by Frank Deans, caveator, and that 
the motion was ordered to act as a 
supersedeas in the case. A jury in 
Judge Pomeroy’s court following a 
lengthy hearing sustained the will of 
the late wealthy broker and from this 
verdict the motion was taken. 


In spite of the order of supersedeas, 
W. O. Deans, as executor, filed on 
October 12 in the court of the ordi- 
nary a petition asking for a verdict 
and judgment*for the propounder in 
that court but did not show the court 
that the verdict and judgment had 
been superseded. | 


The prepounder, according to the 
petition of Frank Deans, also asked 
that the caveator be removed as tem- 
porary administrator and _ that all 
properties of the estate be turned 
over to him under the will. 


The ordinary ordered the discharge 
of Frank Deans as administrator and 
authorized W. QO. Deans, to take 
charge of the estate, according to 
young Deons’ petition. 


The propounder then proceeded to 
qualify as executor of the estate, the 
petition further avers.

The coaches know it, the 
trainers know it, and those in 
touch with the boys sense it. sut 
for an outsider. such knowledge is’ a 
dark and hidden secret. He has to 
travel along on _ statistics, on past 
performances, on the supposed phys- 
ical condition as given out by the cor- 

In a few cases where 


he is a close follower of he 
and is close to the coaches and the 
members of the team he cen general- 
ly form a fairly correct line on the 
mental condition. But as ae rule 
these last advantages are limited to 
one team. He is completely in the 
dark as.to many of the others he at- 
tempts to dope before the Saturday 
game. That is one big reason, part of 
hidden percentage, that lurks against 
any would-be soothsayer.
